Edmonton Police Service 
are crediting the actions of 
a Good Samaritan motorist 
who intercepted a speeding 
car that could have hit four 
young pedestrians last Friday. 

EPS responded to a two-car 
crash at Bonnie Doon Mall 
around 4:25 p.m., where they 
learned that a Hummer delib¬ 
erately drove into a speeding 
Pontiac G5 that was about to 
hit four children using the 
crosswalk across 84 Avenue. 

Witnesses told police that 
the driver of the Pontiac was 
speeding and talking on his 
cell phone as he passed by 
several vehicles stopped to let 
the pedestrians cross. 

Darrell Krushelniclci of 
Taber was leaving the mall 
parking lot at the time and 
saw the speeding vehicle 
headed directly towards the 
children, ranging in age from 
three years old to 16 years 
old. 

“I guess I just got in front 
of that car and deflected 
him,” said Krushelniclci. “It

was a reaction. I could see 
what might happen. Because 
all the vehicles around me 
had stopped, I could see what 
was going to happen. It was 
an instinct thing.” 

Officers believe that the 
Pontiac was driving approxi¬ 
mately 80 km/h in a 30 km/h 
crosswalk zone. 

“He did a very valiant 
thing. Obviously police don’t 
recommend that people do 
those sort of things that put 
their own lives in jeopardy, 
but certainly we could have 
been talking about a very 
different story today,” said 
police spokesperson Scott 
Pattison. 

John Troy Heitzman, 23, 
has been charged with dan¬ 
gerous driving.

Remains found near Leduc 
ID’d as missing woman

Human remains found near 
Leduc on the weekend are 
those of Amber Tuccaro, 
a missing Fort McMurray 
woman whose case recently 
drew a plea for public help. 

RCMP asked for the public’s 
help last week, releasing a re¬ 
cording with Tuccaro’s voice 
along with an unidentified 


male. 

Police are hoping the pub¬ 
lic can help identify the man’s 
voice. 

That plea did not lead to 
Tuccaro’s remains. Instead, 
recreational horseback riders 
made the discovery Saturday 
afternoon on a rural property 
near Range Road 241 and High¬ 
way 623. 

“This is veiy sad news for 
the Tuccaro family, and our 
thoughts are with them,” RARE 
supervisor Staff Sgt. Gerard 
MacNeil said at the site on Tues¬ 
day. “This discovery brings us 
closer to finding out what hap¬ 
pened to Amber.” 

About 40 officers were on 
scene combing the site looking

for evidence and MacNeil said 
Tuccaro’s death is considered 
suspicious. 


He said there has been an 
exceptional response from the 
public to the voice recording 
and police would continue to 
follow up on those tips in the 
weeks ahead. 

“These tips need to be folly 
investigated by our people, but 
we are hopeful with the re¬ 
sponse we received and we are 
optimistic,” he added. 

Tuccaro, originally from 
Fort McMurray, was last seen on 
Aug. 18, 2010, in Leduc County. 
She had flown to the Edmon¬ 
ton International Airport and 
stayed the night before in a ho¬ 
tel in Nisku.

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One dead in bungalow blaze 
that consumed basement 


Investigation. Police

One person is dead follow¬ 
ing a fire on Edmonton’s 
north side early Tuesday 
morning. 

Crews were called around 
4 a.m. to a bungalow on 
124th Street at 121st Avenue. 
It appeared the fire complete¬ 
ly consumed the basement 
apartment. 

A woman living in the 
upstairs suite escaped un¬ 
harmed and declined to 
speak with reporters. 

Neighbour Vern Larsen 
said he often hears sirens on 
his street, but knew this time 
was different. 

“This time the sirens 


stopped and I said to myself 
there is something wrong.” 

Larsen said smoke and 
flames were shooting out of 
the basement. 

“It was a very bright or¬ 
ange, very intense and it 
was coming up overtop of 
the fence,” he said. “I knew 
if there was somebody down 
there they wouldn’t have 
made it out.” 

Neighbours described 
the man, who lived in the 
basement apartment, as 
Caucasian and in his early 
40s, but did not know who 
he was. 

Police spokesperson Lisa 
Sobchyshyn confirmed a de¬ 
ceased person was found in¬ 
side, but said police could not 
confirm that it was the man 
who lived in the basement. 

She said police and fire of¬ 
ficials are still determining 
what happened. 

“The investigation is still 
ongoing. We are trying to 
determine if it is criminal or 
non-criminal in nature.”

Edmonton got its first all¬ 
boys academy, as school 
came to session at the new 
Edmonton Catholic School 
District program on Tuesday 
morning. 

The new all-boys acad¬ 
emy is situated inside St. 
James School and currently 
consists of just one class of 
18 boys in Grades 4 and 5. 

The school is hopeful 
that the program can be 
structured to better reflect 
how boys learn. 

“Men and women are 
very different so why not 
teach the boys in an en¬ 


vironment that is going to 
help them learn, rather than 
an environment where they 
are not as comfortable,” said 
teacher Robert Harris. 

The school board tried 
to start a program last year, 
but did not attract enough 
interested students. 

The boys will interact 
with the rest of the school, 
which is co-ed, during re¬ 
cess and for some subjects 
like French. 

Harris said the boys will 
learn the same things, but in 
different ways. They will be 
given more freedom to get up 


and move around and work 
in a way that suits them. 

“Boys are higher energy 
so we try to do more hands- 
on things,” he said. 

Principal Kris Hodgins 
said the school is hopeful 
the boys will do better in a 
classroom that better suits 
their needs. 

She said she also believes 
many parents wanted to see 
the program up and run¬ 
ning and see what it had 
to deliver before enrolling 
their children, and she ex¬ 
pects interest to grow.

Edmonton police held a 
Checkstop on the September 
long weekend, stopping 347 
vehicles and laying a handful 
of charges. 

The Checkstop took place 
overnight Friday to Saturday. 
The new .05 impaired driving 
penalties came into effect at 
midnight, which was Sept. 1. 

Throughout the Check- 
stop, EPS laid seven impaired 
charges, three 24-hour sus¬ 
pensions, three Immediate 
Roadside Sanctions (IRS), 13 
miscellaneous traffic viola¬ 


tions and seven miscellan¬ 
eous criminal charges. 

The three 24-hour sus¬ 
pensions were prior to mid¬ 
night, meaning the new .05 
impaired driving penalties 
had not yet taken effect. But 
when they did, there were 
three charges under it. 

Of the drivers charged, the 
highest blood alcohol sample 
taken was a reading of 160 
mg%, which is twice the legal 
limit. The average reading for 
the night was 120 mg%.

Megaproject. Panel hears 
president’s pitch for the

Storm damage 
totals $150K 


Controversial megaprojects 
are as old as Canada itself, but 
their long-term benefits to 
the nation’s growth are both 
undisputed and profound, 
the president of the proposed 
Northern Gateway pipeline told 
a review panel Tuesday. 

In opening remarks to the 
panel in Edmonton, John Car- 
ruthers said his proposed $6-bil- 
lion project to ship Alberta 
oilsands crude to Asia-bound 
tankers on B.C.’s west coast “is 
no different.” 

“Canada has witnessed 
this (controversy) as far back 
as 1871, when the Canadian 
Pacific Railway was constructed 
in return for British Columbia 
agreeing to enter Confedera¬ 
tion,” Carruthers said. 

“Similarly, national pro¬ 
jects such as the St. Lawrence 
Seaway and the TransCanada 
Pipeline have all attracted great 
attention and debate but, when 
constructed, laid the founda¬ 
tion for significant benefits for 
generations of Canadians.” 

His comments came as the 
three-member panel entered 
the question-and-answer phase 
of hearings into the project.

Damage. Hail leads 
to new glass panes at 
Muttart Conservatory

The four glass pyramids that 
make up Edmonton’s land¬ 
mark Muttart Conservatory 
made it through a hail storm 
two weeks ago unscathed. 

But the same can’t be said 
for the production green¬ 
houses. 

“Initial estimates were 
around 400 or 500 panes of 
glass that were damaged or 


broken, and ... final estimates 
are around 900 panes of glass,” 
said director Heather Seutter, 
adding damage totals $150,000. 

Since the Aug. 23 storm, 
work has been underway to 
replace the panes — with tem¬ 
pered glass, which is stronger. 

The pyramids already con¬ 
sist of the stronger glass, and 
following a 2009 storm the city 
slated the greenhouse glass for 
replacement. “It was already on 
the plans to replace the glass to 
the tempered glass, so this will 
just speed up the process,” said 
Seutter. 

The greenhouses are used 
to grow crops for the pyramids, 
as well as bedding plans for 
around the city.

More flights to 
sunny hot spots 

Flying to a hot spot this 
winter will be easier, as 
airlines have added new sea¬ 
sonal flights to sun destina¬ 
tions from the Edmonton 
International Airport.

Dryden, who bears a 
strong resemblance to the 
former Conservative leader, 
claims his mother had an af¬ 
fair with the prime minister 
in the 1960s. 



Diefenbalcer was Canada’s 
13th prime minister from 
1959 to 1963. He reportedly 
had no children and died in 
1979. 

Dryden has been trying 
for more than a year to es¬ 
tablish whether he is Diefen- 
balcer’s offspring. Earlier this 
year, he hired a company to 
conduct DNA tests on a few 
artifacts at the centre, but 
the results were inconclu¬ 
sive.

Criminal Code. Editorial 
takes aim at the legal 
defence for physically 
disciplining children 


The Canadian Medical Asso¬ 
ciation Journal says it’s time 
to do away with the Criminal 
Code’s so-called spanking law 
A strongly worded editor¬ 
ial in the journal Tuesday calls 
for the repeal of Section 43 


of the Criminal Code, which 
gives parents and teachers a 
legal defence when they phys¬ 
ically discipline children. 

“It is time for Canada to 
remove this anachronistic ex¬ 
cuse for poor parenting from 
the statute book,” editor-in- 
chief John Fletcher wrote in a 
signed editorial. 

The editorial will likely 
reignite debate on a contro¬ 
versial topic that has inflamed 
opinion for decades. 

The Supreme Court of Can¬ 


ada upheld the Criminal Code 
provision by a 6-3 margin in a 
landmark 2004 ruling. 

The high court ruled that 
the provision did not infringe 
a child’s right to security of 
the person under the Charter 
of Rights and Freedoms and 
does not constitute cruel and 
unusual punishment. 

Several private members’ 
bills to ban corporal punish¬ 
ment have failed in the House 
of Commons and Senate, most 
recently in 2008. 


In the editorial, Fletcher 
argues that parents need to be 
educated on how to discipline 
their children. 

He said the Criminal Code 
needs to be amended because 
it tells parents that physical 
punishment is an acceptable 
way to discipline children. 

“Although it is not neces¬ 
sary to make spanking a crime 
to encourage alternative ap¬ 
proaches to parenting, Sec¬ 
tion 43 of the Criminal Code 
of Canada sends the wrong

message, stating, ‘... a par¬

Scientists gather 
to save Mackenzie 
basin from politics 

Scientists fear the Mack¬ 
enzie River Basin, an 
extensive watershed three 
times the size of France, 
is under threat. And start¬ 
ing Tuesday, experts will 
gather in Vancouver to 
come up with a suggested 
management plan for the 
basin that just might save 
it from the jurisdictional 
problems that plague 
almost every other major 
watershed in the world. 

Currently, the basin 
falls under the jurisdiction 
of the federal government, 
three provincial govern¬ 
ments and three territorial 
governments — and that is 
the problem, say propon¬ 
ents of an integrated plan.

A federal judge on Tuesday 
ordered state prison officials 
to provide taxpayer-funded 
sex-reassignment surgery to 
a transgender inmate serving 
life in prison for murder. 

Michelle Kosilelc was born 
male but has received hor¬ 
mone treatments and now 
lives as a woman in an all¬ 
male prison. Robert Kosilelc 
was convicted of murder in 
the killing of his wife in 1990. 

U.S. District Judge Mark 
Wolf is believed to be the 
first federal judge to order 
prison officials to provide 
sex-reassignment surgery for 
a transgender inmate. 

Kosilelc first sued the 
Massachusetts Department 
of Correction 12 years ago. 
Two years later, Wolf ruled 
that Kosilelc was entitled to 
treatment for gender-identity 
disorder but stopped short 
of ordering surgeiy. Kosilelc 
sued again in 2005, arguing 
that the surgery is a medical 
necessity. 

In his ruling Tuesday, Wolf 
found that surgery is the 
“only adequate treatment” 
for Kosilelc’s “serious medical 
need.”

Peace talks, but no ceasefire, for Colombia 



Accord. Agreement 
signed Aug. 27 by 
government and rebels 


Colombia and its main left¬ 
ist rebel group said Tuesday 
they have signed an accord to 
launch peace talks next month 
aimed at ending a stubborn, 
half-century-old conflict that 
has claimed tens of thousands 
of lives. 

In a nationally-televised 
speech, President Juan Manuel 
Santos called the pact a road 
map to “a definitive peace.” It 
was reached after six months 
of direct talks in Cuba, with 
that country’s government 
and Norway serving as brokers 
following a year and a half of 


preparatory work. The agree¬ 
ment doesn’t grant a safe haven 
to the Revolutionary Armed 
Forces of Colombia, or FARC, as 
the last peace talks did. 

They ended disastrously in 
2002 after three years of nego¬ 
tiations with the hijacking of a 
commercial airliner that ended 
the patience of then-President 
Andres Pastrana. Operating 
from a Switzerland-sized safe 
haven in southern Colombia, 
the rebels had never ceased to 
wage war, kidnap and traffic in 
cocaine. 

Starting decades ago, the 
conflict has in essence been a 
class struggle distorted by the 
drug trade where the principal 
victims have been civilians. 

The new attempt to end the 
Western Hemisphere’s longest- 


running conflict will begin 
in the first half of October in 
Oslo, Norway, and continue in 
Havana. Venezuela and Chile 
will “accompany” the talks. 
How their roles will differ from 
those of Cuba and Norway was 
not explained. 

Shortly after Santos spoke, 
the rebels held a news confer¬ 
ence in Havana and played a 
video of their 53-year-old com¬ 
mander, Timoleon Jimenez, 
who acknowledged the with¬ 
ering pressure from Colombia’s 
U.S.-backed military 

Jimenez, speaking from 
what appeared to be a jungle 
setting with a poster of the 
FARC’s late founder Manuel 
Marulanda behind him, issued 
an angry tirade against his 
country’s military, calling its 


members “bloody-toothed vam¬ 
pires” who helped powerful 
multinationals “sack the coun¬ 
try’s riches.” 

Jimenez excoriated the gov¬ 
ernment for not ceding terri¬ 
tory or agreeing to a cease-fire 
but said the rebels agreed to 
talk peace because the govern¬ 
ment agreed to discuss issues 
vital for the rebels including 
land restitution and rural de¬ 
velopment. 

The FARC has recently been 
stepping up hit-and-run attacks 
but has also continued to suf¬ 
fer, especially in air raids by 
planes fitted with U.S. avionics 
and targeting systems. On the 
eve of the announcement, the 
military said at least seven guer¬ 
rillas were killed in a raid early

Canadians’ love affair with 
television programs remains 
undiminished, despite the pro¬ 
liferation of new online and 
wireless platforms that were 
supposed to threaten tradition¬ 
al media. 

The CRTC’s new report on 
the communications industry 
shows Canadians watched an 
average of 28.5 hours of TV 
last year, up 30 minutes from 
2010, even though they had 
more media choices than ever 
before. 

In fact, Canadians increased 
their TV program viewing even 
more — if the 2.8 hours spent 
watching television shows on¬ 
line is included. 

Radio listening was also up 
only more moderately, from 
17.6 to 17.7 hours a week.

Nobody’s right if everybody’s wrong ...

advance of the vote to ban big sugary drinks in the Big Apple, set 
for Sept. 13. 

WeightWatchers, Jenny Craig, the South Beach Diet, etc., are 
all lining up alongside Mayor Michael Bloomberg, who wants to 
make it illegal to sell any sugary drink larger than 16 ounces, or, 
as we like to say here in Canada, 475 millilitres. 

On the other side: New Yorkers for Beverage Choices, which 
enlists more than 2,000 businesses and a quarter of a million 
people. According to the New York Times, six in 10 New Yawkahs 
oppose the ban. 



Not your sugar daddy 


Like every other 
discussion in the U.S., 
the battle lines are 
drawn around 
individual freedom. You 
either have the freedom 
to drink your face off 
and court obesity, 
diabetes, heart disease 
and cancer, or you don’t. 


Of course, you could just 
buy X number of 16-ounce bev¬ 
erages and thwart the mayor’s 
evil scheme, but nothing says 
convenience like a two-litre 
Double Gulp, especially after all 
those salty fries and triple-deck¬ 
er cheese and bacon burgers. 

Like eveiy other discussion 
in the U.S., the battle lines 
are drawn around individual 
freedom. You either have the 
freedom to drink your face off 
and court obesity, diabetes, 
heart disease and cancer, or you 
don’t. 

New York’s mayor argues 

that you don’t, and is supported by the fact that the city faces an 
annual $4-billion US price tag to handle the health problems of 
the obese. 

The other guys say this is just the thin edge of the wedge and 
do you really want the government telling you what and how 
much to eat and drink? As someone who just spent a day at the 
PNE (Pacific National Exhibition) and managed to resist deep-fried 
Wagon Wheels and Mars bars, but stumbled over those cinnamon 
and sugar-encrusted mini-doughnuts, it’s hard to disagree. 

Where do you draw the line? Most of us are in favour of a 
balanced diet, but the diet and nutrition neighbourhood is not a 
safe place for moderates these days. Everything except lentils is 
bad for you, and you bet there’s someone who can prove beyond 
a doubt that lentils cause cataracts, chancre sores and/or cancer. 

If Bloomberg can get big sugary drinks banned, what about those 
nasty lentils? 

Still, more than one-third of U.S. adults (35.7 per cent) and 
17 per cent of children and adolescents aged two to 19 years are 
obese. (The number is a little better in Canada — 23 per cent of 
adults.) Not “a little pudgy,” or “could afford to lose a few pounds.” 
Obese. And the crazy thing is we have the cure, which can be 
summarized in two words: eat less. 

Sometimes in the war of words, less is more.

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Cooper complicated in The Words 


New film. Multi¬ 
layered flick follows a 
struggling writer’s rise

For Bradley Cooper, signing 
on to star in The Words — co¬ 
written and co-directed by his 
childhood best friend, Brian 
Klugman — was a no-brainer. 
But that doesn’t mean he was 
entirely comfortable actually 
playing Rory Jansen, a strug¬ 
gling writer who discovers a 
lost manuscript and passes 
it off as his own, leading to 


overnight literary success. 

“I was very scared that I 
was going to fail (Klugman 
and co-director/co-writer Lee 
Sternthal) when they asked 
me to do it,” Cooper admits. 
“I said yes because I would do 
anything for them. Brian is 
my best buddy. It was a week 
before shooting, I was read¬ 
ing the script one last time, 
and he knew I was worried 
that I really didn’t get Rory.” 

The multi-layered film fol¬ 
lows Rory’s rise to fame, his 
wife (Zoe Saldana) supporting 
him all the way while also 
telling the story recounted in 
the lost manuscript, a tragic 
love story set in post-Second 
World War Paris between 
a young American GI (Ben 
Barnes) and French woman 
(Nora Arnezeder). Framing all 
of that is an established au-

thor (Dennis Quaid) re-telling 
the entire tale, with a very 
interested listener (Olivia 
Wilde) pressing him for more 
details. The film itself gave 
Cooper a kind of thrill he 
hasn’t necessarily gotten in a 
while and it “got me to places 
I didn’t know I could get to,” 
he says. 

While the act of plagiar¬ 
ism at the heart of the plot 
may be tough for audiences 
to sympathize with, Cooper 
found a way of understanding 


Rory’s decision. 

“It’s much more compli¬ 
cated then a plagiarist who 
wants success. His goal is 
not to be a famous writer. 
His goal is to meet the ex¬ 
pectations he has of himself,” 
Cooper explains. “I don’t see 
Rory as a slime-bag at all. I 
see him as a man who’s not 
really a man and grappling 
with what it is to be a man. 
I think his Achilles heel is his 
impatience, and the thing I 
really liked about the script 
and the hook for me was the 
fact that he actually is a good 
writer. He’s not a poor writer 
who’s just looking for any 
way to get success, but he’s 
just so preoccupied with liv¬ 
ing up to some idea who he 
thinks she should be. That’s 
his fatal flaw.” 

Rory suffers his fair share 


of rejection before stumbling 
upon the words that will 
make him famous, and Coop¬ 
er himself admits he’s no 
stranger to rejection as an ac¬ 
tor — in fact, in his early days 
he was a little too used to it. 

“When I first started audi¬ 
tioning, I didn’t realize — and 
I’m not even kidding — that 
you actually could book a 
job,” he says. “I still remem¬ 
ber when I booked Sex and 
the City, I was actually veiy 
frightened because I had to 
actually do the job. I didn’t 
really understand that con¬ 
cept. I was like, ‘What do you 
mean, it’s not a videotape in 
a room? We’re actually go¬ 
ing to be on the street, with 
Sarah Jessica Parker?’ I came 
at it from another side where 
rejection was normal and get¬ 
ting it was odd.”

Montreal 

Montreal could be the most vibrant, least intimidat¬ 
ing city in North America. And it’s all in how it’s 
mixed. Residential areas sit in streets just behind 
main thoroughfares, and mainstream shops sit on 
the same blocks as secondhand stores, start-up art 
galleries and decadent nightlife destinations. 

To see and stay: Though the Old Montreal neigh¬ 
bourhood houses more touristy shops than the new¬ 
er part of the city, the decor of the area is faithful to 
its heritage and allows for the flourishing of archi¬ 
tecture that dates back to the 1600s. Experience this 
histoiy by staying at Le Petit Hotel, a cosy 24-room 
boutique hotel housed in a 19th centuiy building. 
It’s just blocks away from the Notre-Dame Basilica, 
built in the 1820s. 

To do and eat: The best way to get around the 
city and see as much as possible is to use Mont¬ 
real’s enviably comprehensive Bixi system. With 
bicycles set up in 411 different locations around 
the city, you’re able to rent a bike for a half-hour 
at a time to check out all the shops on the hill. 
Plus, the city is so bike-friendly in its road design 
that you can feel relatively safe zooming down St. 
Urbain. There are many top-notch restaurants, but 
we recommend Cafe Du Nouveau Monde (tnm. 
qc.ca) and Nora Gray (noragray.com).

To see: An indisputable 
part of Quebec City’s 
charm is its location on 
the St. Lawrence River.

Growing concert 
scene. Musicians

When the president of Cedar 
Creek Estate Wineiy first 
started hosting concerts at 
his Okanagan vineyard and 
inviting musicians to per¬ 
form there nine summers 
ago, many prominent Can¬ 
adian artists wouldn’t give 
him the time of day. 

After all, a 350-seat venue — 
a pavilion under the open sky 
and surrounded by rows upon 
rows of lush green grape vines, 
no less—hardly seemed like an 
attractive offer to the agents of 
singers such as award-winning 
Canadian singer-songwriter 
Chantal Kreviazulc, who is used 
to performing at larger venues, 
said Gordon Fitzpatrick. 

“The first concert we did, 
we didn’t even have chairs, 
people brought blankets,” he 
said, laughing. “My son, who 
wasn’t very old at the time, 
still hasn’t forgiven me . . . 
the band was a bunch of mid¬ 
dle-aged women with harps.” 

Cedar Creek has come a 
long way since that summer, 
when Fitzpatrick decided he 
wanted to follow the foot¬ 
steps of wineries in Wash- 
ing- 



to Kelowna’s Rotary Centre 
for the Performing Arts. 

Fitzpatrick says concert 
tickets, which range from 
$50 to $95 each, tend to sell 
out within two or three days.

For at least $90 a ticket, 
visitors can watch artists 
such as Grammy nominee 
and award-winning jazz artist 
Chris Botti perform against 
the backdrop of the vine¬ 
yard, the pristine Okanagan 
Lake, the Coast Mountains to 
the west and the Monashee 
Mountains to the east, and of 
course, the brilliant orange 
glow of the setting sun. 

“There’s just something 
magical about being outside on 
an Okanagan evening and star¬ 
ing out into the lake and listen¬ 
ing to good music and drinking 
good wine,” said Turnbull.

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Pro tips for beating jet lag

Travelling the world is excit¬ 
ing. The jet lag that comes 
with it, however, is not. Al¬ 
though traversing numerous 
time zones to get to an exotic 


locale is unavoidable, the 
sleepiness and disorientation 
that come with it can be less¬ 
ened. And who would know 
better than someone who 
deals with jet lag regularly for 
work? Richard Kleck, a cabin 
crew member on Emirates’ 
A380 fleet, shares his advice. 

So you travel all the time. 
What’s the worst jet lag 
you’ve ever had? 

The most challenging jet lag 
I’ve experienced would be 
one that includes two stop¬ 
overs, such as Singapore and 
then on to Brisbane. Just as 
your body adjusts to one time 


zone, you have to up and 
leave for another — and then 
finally return to home and ac¬ 
climate again. 

What are some tips you’ve 
found to combat jet lag? 


One expert has recom¬ 
mended wearing sunglasses 
at night. 

Drink plenty of water dur¬ 
ing the flight. My best advice 
is to go back to basics — ap¬ 
preciate your body and stay 


healthy. If my body’s telling 
me to sleep, I do, and I make 
sure I get lots. 

How do you readjust once 
you get home? 

Getting a good night’s sleep 


of at least eight hours is what 
helps me to refresh and re¬ 
adjust once I return. Let your 
body dictate your pace, but 
it’s important to try and get 
back to your routine, what¬ 
ever that may be, as soon as 
possible. Once a sense of nor¬ 
malcy sets in, shrugging off 
that jet lag becomes so much 
easier. 

So what are some solutions? 

Plan your sleeping and eating 
schedule prior to your flight. 
For example, if you know you 
will be on an evening flight, I 
often suggest preparing to eat 
dinner before the flight (not 
something heavy, avoid fried 
foods, for example), so that 
they may simply get on board 
and sleep without interrup¬ 
tion. 

If it’s a long flight, get in 
tune to the time of your ar¬ 
rival. Adjust your sleeping 
and eating during your flight 
accordingly. 

When passengers ask me 
how to combat jet lag, while 
still wanting to enjoy our 
wine list, I always suggest 
alternating their beverage of 
choice with a glass of water. 
Also: avoid caffeine.

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Back-to-school breakfast gets 
Blueberry-Banana Waffle ooost 


The best way to start the 
day is with a good nutritious 
breakfast, and you can’t get 
much more fun in the mor¬ 
ning than with waffles. 

This recipe can easily be 
made in a big batch, days 
ahead and frozen. During 
busy Monday to Friday mor¬ 
nings, just pop frozen home¬ 
made waffles in the toaster 
for a grab-and-go breakfast 
for the kids. Children will 
probably only eat half a waf¬ 
fle. 

Serve them with pure Can¬ 
adian maple syrup, honey, 
jam or even yogurt. 

If you don’t have barley 
flour, you can substitute with 
the same amount of all-pur¬ 
pose or whole wheat flour. 


1. In bowl, whisk all-pur¬ 
pose flour, barley flour, 
wheat germ, sugar, baking 
powder, baking soda and 
salt. In another bowl, whisk 
together buttermilk and 
eggs. Combine wet and dry 
mixtures; stirring to com¬ 
bine. Fold in butter. 

2. Fold in bananas and blue¬ 
berries until blended. 

3 . Fill your waffle iron 
with approx 1 cup (250 ml) 
of batter per waffle. Cook 
until golden and cooked 
through, about 5 minutes. 
Transfer waffles to baking 
sheet and keep warm in 200 
F (100 C) oven until ready to 
serve. 


Ingredients 


• 1-1/2 cups (375 ml) all-purpose 
flour 

• 1/2 cup (125 ml) barley flour 

• 1/4 cup (50 ml) wheat germ 

• 2 tbsp (25 ml) granulated sugar 

• 1 tbsp (15 ml) baking powder 

• 1/2 tsp (2 ml) baking soda 

• 1/2 tsp (2 ml) salt 


• 1 cup (250 ml) buttermilk 

• 2 eggs, beaten 

• 1/4 cup (50 ml) butter, melted 

• 2 ripe bananas, mashed 

• 1 cup (250 ml) blueberries 
(if using frozen, blueberries 
should be thawed and drained)

Some say you only have two 
options in life: go big or go 
home.

Whether you believe in 
climate change or not, the 
fact is that we have treated 
Mother Earth worse than that 
ratty old teddy bear from your 
childhood. We’ve neglected 
her, put her through the 
ringer, and destroyed her with 
chemicals and toxins to the 
point that she’s in need of a 
solid repair job. While climate 
change may be impacting the 
entire globe, each country is 
reacting to environmental 
shifts differently. 

What exactly is a “green 
job”? 

Green jobs in Canada are still 
in their awkward teenage 


years — they’re still trying 
to figure out exactly who and 
what they are. 

According to a report by 
the Organisation for Econom¬ 
ic Co-operation and Develop¬ 
ment (OECD), countries such 
as Germany, Finland, Korea, 
Portugal and, most recently, 
the United States have official¬ 
ly defined what is considered 
a “green job” in their nations 
and thereby recognized their 
growing environmental sec¬ 
tors. 

Canada, on the other hand, 
still has some growing up to 
do. What constitutes a “green 
job” in our home and native 
land is currently undefined, so 
the term tends to encompass 
the various industries and oc¬ 
cupations that deal with the 
environment. 

For lack of official national 
definitions, ECO Canada re¬ 
cently defined a number of 
green career terms in their 
Defining the Green Econ¬ 
omy: Labour Market Research 
Study. 

Here are some of the key 
terms from that study that 
every student and recent grad 
who is planning to start a 
green career should know: 

Green economy 

All activity operating with 
the primary intention of re¬ 


ducing conventional levels of 
resource consumption, harm¬ 
ful emissions, and minimizing 
all forms of environmental 
impact. The green economy 
includes the inputs, activities, 
outputs and outcomes as they 
relate to the production of 
green products and services. 

Green organization 

An organization (in any indus¬ 
try) that produces goods or 
services designed to minimize 
environmental impact. 

Green job 

A job that works directly 
with information, technolo¬ 
gies, or materials that mini¬ 
mize environmental impact, 
and also requires specialized 
skills, knowledge, training, 
or experience related to these 
areas. 

Green skills 

The knowledge, training or 
experience as they relate to 
technologies or materials that 
minimize environmental im¬ 
pact.

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The law of scholastic success 



Come one, come all. 
Canadian universities 
hope to attract more 
diversity to law schools 


Going to law school was not 
something Janine Manning 
ever dreamed of doing. 

“When I was growing up, I 
was just only ever expected to 
get my high school (diploma), 
like getting your high school 


was the ultimate goal,” said 
32-year-old Manning, her voice 
choking up. 

“There was no real push to 
go to university or go beyond 
high school because it’s not 
something the generation be¬ 


fore me had experience in. Be¬ 
ing the first and only person in 
my immediate family to go to 
university is quite the accom¬ 
plishment.” 

Manning is one of 25 low- 
income students currently en¬ 
rolled in a new, free LSAT prep¬ 
aration course at the University 
of Toronto. Other similarly 
available courses range from 
$500 to $1,000. 

Touted as the first of its 
land, the weekly class, which 
runs from June to October, is 
taught by a recent law school 
graduate and covers everything 
from what to expect during the 
half-day test to how to apply for 
financial aid at a bank. 

It’s just one example of a 
number of measures Canadian 
universities have taken over the 
years to try to increase diversity 
in its law school programs. 

Alexis Archbold, assistant 
dean of students for the Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto’s law faculty, 
says schools understand there 
are many reasons why some 
people who have academic 
merit don’t pursue a legal edu¬ 
cation. 

One of the big reasons is 
that tuition fees for law school 
can cost up to $25,000 a year. 

“Legal education is a priv¬ 
ilege. It leads to a career that 
we know leads to leadership 
opportunities. If you look at 


politicians, leaders of business 
— so many of them have law 
degrees,” she said. 

“It’s important that every¬ 
one has access to that oppor¬ 
tunity. If they want to go into 
law and assume a leadership 
role in their society, there 
should not be obstacles to some 
people accessing that.” 

Manning dropped out of 
school at age 15 to help her 
mother raise the family She 
eventually moved to Toronto 
for better opportunities and 
spent years working in bars 
and then 60-hour weeks as a 
hairdresser. 

When her three-year-old 
son was bom, she decided she 
wanted to go back to school to 
study aboriginal treaty law. 

Manning said getting a law 
degree would represent a better 
life for herself, and her son. 

“I could take (it) back to my 


community to let people know 
... that life isn’t always going to 
be so hard,” she said. 

The idea of law school never 
crossed Raymond Zao’s mind 
either. 

His parents, Chinese immi¬ 
grants who work long hours 
— his mother at a cafe and 
his father as a tour guide — al¬ 
ways pushed him to succeed in 
school but the mounting costs 
of law school stopped him from 
pursuing that career path. 

This course has allowed the 
20 -year-old to try to see if he has 
what it takes to pass the LSATs, 
without wonying too much 
about the initial price tag. 

“(I was) feeling like I would 
be overwhelmed by the debt,” 
said Zao, who is spending his 
summer cleaning offices in the 
corporate towers in Toronto’s 
financial district to save money

Chevy is touting the Spark 
as “the driving solution 
for city living” in the 
manufacturer’s hope that 
this stylish and affordable 
entry will clobber the 
micro-car market. 

Small on size but big 
on technology and crea¬ 
ture comforts, one of the 
Spark’s greatest features 
is its ability to slide into 
tight parking spaces where 
few cars have gone before. 
Ten standard airbags also 
offer safety assurance in a 
small vehicle. 

The 1.2-litre four- 
cylinder engine delivers 
about 6.0 1/100 1cm on 
the highway. Good, but 
not spectacular as some 
larger cars are rated better. 
Expect pricing to be less 
than micro-car competi¬ 
tors from 2012, such as 
the Scion iQand the Fiat 
500 Pop.

Subaru BRZ 

It’s billed as a collaborative effort between Subaru 
and Toyota that carries characteristics of each brand. 
Subaru’s 2.0-litre engine is at the heart of both, 
however. Interestingly, the fuel-injection is designed 
by Toyota. Rather rev-happy, it’s rated at an even 200 
horsepower. Manual and automatic transmissions 
are offered, each with six ratios. 

Subaru’s advertised vision for the BRZ is to bring 
“superior steering response” with the power of 
rear-wheel-drive and the balance of a sports car. The 
rear-drive layout — a first for Subie — and the rela¬ 
tive lightweight of 2,690 pounds (1,220 kilograms) 
should help to reach that performance goal, along 
with a centre of gravity that’s only at knee height. 


Cadillac ATS 


This General Motors div¬ 
ision has come around 
to the idea that bigger 
isn’t always better, so 
it developed the ATS 
to try and find a place 
alongside the top sporty 
compact sedans such as 
the BMW 3-series. 

The ATS is not simply 
a cut-down version of 
the larger CTS. Lead 
designer Dave Leone’s 
vision for the ATS 
partnered a light and 
compact body, with the 
power of rear- and all¬ 
wheel drive, along with 
a front strut suspension 
— much like that of the 
BMW 3-series — to im¬ 
prove steering perform¬ 
ance over the CTS. 

The ATS offers three 



engine types: the entry-level 
2.5-litre four-cylinder; a 
2.0-litre four-cylinder turbo; 
and the attack-style 3.6-litre 
V6 rated at 321 horsepower.

SRT Viper 

Back by popular demand — for a fifth generation — 
the 2013 SRT Viper no longer carries the Dodge logo. 
What did make it this time around is the VI0 engine 
displacing 8.4 litres and cranking out 640 horse¬ 
power. 

A true world-class two-seat sports car now — zero 
to 60 m.p.h. (96 km/h) in the mid-three-second range

The designated driver con¬ 
cept works like a charm, so 
not surprising that the con¬ 
cept of the designated texter 
is gaining traction. 

But I’m wondering about 
this: designated drivers have 
to be licensed and sober. 
Designated texters just have 
to be “not driving” and sitting 
in your car, a pretty low bar 
of qualifications. 

What if they can’t spell 
necessary words like imbe¬ 
cile and subpoena? What if 
they routinely mix up terms 
like self-deprecating and self¬ 
defecating? 

What if they have good 
vocabulary, grammar, and 
punctuation, but have the 
emotional IQ of a walnut? 

What if they’re drunk and 
always had a thing for your 
main squeeze? Shouldn’t 


there be some kind of screen¬ 
ing process to make sure your 
personal correspondences 
won’t be comprised? 

In the long run, however, 
I guess those issues are minor 
when you consider what’s at 
stake. According to the U.S. 
campaign called Stop the 
Texts. Stop the Wrecks, a tex¬ 
ting driver is 23 times more 
likely to get into a crash than 
a non-texting driver. 

The campaign was cre¬ 
ated by a team of several U.S. 
safety groups last year, and 
just recently created a series 
of public safety announce¬ 
ments featuring an actual 
scene from Glee, the popular 
TV series about singing high 
schoolers. In the spot, Dianna 
Agron’s character, Quinn Fab- 
ray, crashes her car as a direct 
result of texting and driving. 

You can see the spot at 
either Distraction.gov or 
StopTextsStopWrecks.org. 

The latter is one of the first 
places to use the term “desig¬ 
nated texter” and to promote 
its use, in their Tips section. 
Some tips are painfully ob¬ 
vious, like, “When you’re in 
the car, put the phone where 
you can’t get it,” and “Turn 


the notifications off.” 

Another tip was extremely 
not obvious to me: “An app 
can help you stop texting.” 
Apparently there is an app 
for that... 

But “Designate a texter” is 
the one with the most poten¬ 
tial for humorous calamity, 
so that’s the one I’m really 
getting behind. 

Whatever your choice — 
or choices — doesn’t matter, 
as long as you’re with the pro¬ 
gram, and maybe even advo¬ 
cating about it a bit. 

Teens are especially vul¬ 
nerable, because they text 
the most, and are the most 
inexperienced drivers. 

That generation also has 
the most fundamental and 
substantial umbilical cord 
to texting. To them it’s like 
breathing. 

John Voelclcer of Green 
Car Reports recently noted 
a conversation he had with 
a GM engineering executive 
looking into distraction and 
driving. 

The GM man told Voelclcer 
that most of the young people 
who were being surveyed by 
the automaker on this issue 
were confused by the ques-

tions, and eventually had to 
set GM straight.

Ford’s robot measures the human touch 



Driving Force. RUTH 
acts as a ‘translator’ 
for automaker's 
engineers

When it comes to how a car 
should “feel,” automakers have 
often played a guessing game — 
at least, up until now. At Ford, 
a robot named RUTH pokes 
and prods new models to see if 
they’re up to the standards that 
customers expect, and gives en¬ 
gineers the technical informa¬ 
tion needed to put that into the 
final product. 

“We use RUTH to translate 
the voice of the customer, and 
to validate that we have de¬ 
livered on our promise,” says 
Eileen Franlco, craftsmanship 
supervisor at Ford Motor Com¬ 
pany in Dearborn, IVlichigan. 

“It’s a first of its kind here in 
North America.” 

RUTH, which stands for Ro¬ 
botized Unit for Tactility and 
Haptics, was first used by Ford 
in Europe, and since January 
has been working at the com¬ 
pany’s North American oper¬ 
ations. She’s basically a giant 
arm with six joints, and her 
job is to push buttons, poke the 
seats, and “use” the interior as 
a person would. By doing this, 


she assesses how hard or soft 
materials are to the touch, sees 
if switches and controls have a 
quality feel, and takes measure¬ 
ments of such subjective things 
as comfort and temperature, 
and if surfaces feel rough or 
smooth. 

While the company still 
uses real people to sit in the 
cars and determine how eveiy- 
thing feels, RUTH uses their 
input to provide mathematical 
data that can be accurately 
translated throughout the car’s 


development, right down to 
the final assembly line. 

“When you work with 
engineers, you can’t just say 
‘too hard, too soft, too shiny,”’ 
Franlco says. “You need to speak 
in engineering metrics, to 
translate that voice of the cus¬ 
tomer — the feedback that we 
get — into engineering metrics 
to design the quality into the 
product.” 

Designing a vehicle always 
starts with computer models, 
which are used to develop the

final product. RUTH is used 
both in the creative process and 
in the validation process, where 
actual vehicles and parts are 
made for testing to ensure that 
the computer models were cor¬ 
rect. By poking a padded dash, 
for example, RUTH measures 
the deflection, ensuring that it 
feels “right” — not too hard, 
and not too soft. 

“We don’t completely re¬ 
move the human touch,” Fran- 
ko says. “It’s all about touch, 
feel, and quality.”

Beneath the Mazda MX-5’s 
tiny body and great big smile 
is a level of sports-car exper¬ 
tise that spans more than 
two decades. It might be free 
of excessive horsepower and 
intimidating looks, but Maz¬ 
da’s simplistic roadster is a 
hell of a thing to drive on a 
racetrack — for novices and 
experts alike. 

Considering a fun com¬ 
muter and vacation getaway 
machine that’ll do double 
duty as a weekend racer? 
Here are a few reasons to put 
Mazda’s cute little two-seater 
on your radar. 

There’s room for your stuff 

MX-5’s roof stores away into 
its own special little compart¬ 
ment — not into its trunk. 
That means you’ve got plenty 
of room for a bag, a pair of 
helmets, and a small cooler 
with track-day drinks and 
snacks. 

It’s easy on parts 

Excessive weight generates 
excessive heat in a vehicle’s 
braking system and excessive 
stress on the tires. Since the 
MX-5 is little and lightweight, 
drivers benefit from consist¬ 
ent braking performance 
with minimal wear, as well 
as extended tire life during 
sporty driving. 

On many cars, a few hours 


of lapping can leave the tires 
looking rough. With the 
MX-5, the rubber shows neg¬ 
ligible signs of use — even 
after countless hard laps. 

The ESC isn’t annoying 

In some cars, the stability 
control is a pain in the butt. 
That’s especially true when 
it’s left engaged in a track 
setting by a novice driver 
hoping to safely explore a 
vehicle’s limits. In the MX-5, 
the stability control is tuned 
perfectly — ignoring all but 
the most serious slides and 
letting drivers feel every¬ 


thing the car is up to. 

Should the ESC kick in, it 
does so very briefly, and only 
if you get really out of shape. 


Intervention typically 
takes the form of a split- 
second touch of selected 
brakes, rather than several 


seconds of frustrating throt¬ 
tle neutralization by the elec¬ 
tronic fun police. 

It’s great on fuel 

MX-5 gets great mileage 
en route to the track, while 
lapping, and while driving 
back home at the end of the 
day. 

Expect highway cruising 
mileage at a good clip to land 
around 7.51 /100 km, and 
track-going mileage to land 
around 18. Translation? Most 
drivers will be able to tackle 
a day of racing on a single 
tank of fuel. 

It’s a convertible 

Driving topless is great for a 
pile of reasons. Lapping the 
MX-5 sans-roof feeds your 
peripheral vision heaps of 


information that helps to 
place the car within its sur¬ 
roundings while relating it 
to the horizon. This is key 
for successful and confident 
reactions to slides and skids, 
should they occur. 

And, since the MX-5 only 
comes in a drop-top, nobody 
can poke fun at your decision 
to drive the heavier and less- 
stiff version of a sports car 
with a fixed roof. 

It grows with you 

Novice lappers will feel like 
a race-car driver and love the 
forgiving, flattering nature of 
driving the MX-5 hard. 

As skill levels increase, 
the MX-5 is right there with 
you, too.
